Worse on 


His Travels—He Wants J. D. Dunlap 
for Chief. 
A Times reporter found Mayor Work- 


mum at his home on Boyle avenue last 


evening, and at the seribe's request for an 
account of his travels, he gave the follow- 
ing interesting account of his journey: 

“I lett Los Angeles about three weeks 
ago for atrip to British Columbia. I stopped 
over in San Francisco for several days. 
There I went through the different munici- 
pal departments and learned a great deal 
which 1 hope to put to practical use in the 
aflairs of this city. 1 found Mayor Pond to 
be a very efficient officer and well liked by 
the people of San Francisco. I went from 
San Francisco to Portland. Portland is 
quite dull. It is a nice city with splendid 
sewerage, and most of the streets arb paved. 
About the prettiest scenery I ever saw was 
on the Columbia river. passed the Cas- 
eades and went to the Dalles. From 
there [ returned to Portland and 
took the train for Tacuma. The Northern 
Pacific Railroad is discriminating largely in 
favor of Tacoma as against ‘Seattle, their 
rates being 50 cents per ton higher to Seattle 
than to Tacoma. 

The railroad built Tacoma and has lange 
interests there. 1 went from Tacoma to 
attle by boat. I did not see any such — 
cultural country in either Oregon or Wash- 
ington Territory as we have here; in fact all 
the fruit 1 saw in either place had been 
shipped from California. From Séattle 
went to Victoria, and saw the celebrated 
San Juan Islands. Victoria is a beautifully 
situated city. The inhabitants are the 
quaintest, slowest people I ever saw. Their 
streets, drives and walks are superb. This 
is the first time that I was ever off of Amer- 
ican soll.“

A GOOD HAUL. 


George W. Knox Secures Big Back 
Pay For the County. 

Assemblyman George W. Knox returned 
yesterday from the north. As noted in 
these columns at the time of his departure, 
the object of his trip was to secure the pay- 
ment of extensive claims to the county. 
For years the State Board of Examiners had 
been making an annual trip of inspection 
to this city, under the impression that our 
County Hospital was receiving State aid, 
under the act of 1883, for aged indigents. 


As a matter of fact, however, the county 


had never received a cent of this ald. The 
matter was brought up by the supervisors 
some years ago, but the District Attorney 
and the State Attorney-General gave their 
opinion that the County Hospital was not 
entitled to this aid, the act of 1585 specially 
providing that this aid shall be extended 
only to institutions exclusively devoted to 
the care of aged indigents (over 60 years of 


age.) 

Mr. Knox, in looking up the matter, found 
that the State Constitutioa over-rides the 
act of 1883 in this respect, and entitles any 
institution in which there are ten or more 

indigents to receive the sum of $50 
every six months for each such indigent. 
Mr. Knox called this matter to the attention 
of the Supervisors, and was engaged by 
them to collect the claim ata certain per- 
centage. The claim was for about $12 
running from the passage of the act to date; 
and including not only the aged indigent. 
but also indigent children (the latter under 
an earlicr act.) 

It was to prosecute this claim that Mr. 
Knox went north, He was delayed in his 
business by Gov. Bartlett's condition, but 
finally got the State Board of Examiners 
together and stated his case. After cutting 
out the item for indigent children, the 
board allowed the rest of the claim in full— 
$10,500. The State treasury is empty, and 
Mr. Knox had to get the warrant dis- 
counted, which left. $10,200. After takin 
out his own fee, which had been agreec 
upon by the Su rvisors, Mr. Knox has 
turned the rest of the coin into the county 
treasury—where itis very welcome, thanks to 
the depletion caused by the enormous in- 
crease of the county’s expenses. Not only 
is this plump cash plum in hand, but from 
now on the county will draw from the State 
#1000 to $1500 every six months on this 


account.

“The St. Vincent.” 


It was a wise and fortunate selection 
that our citizen hotel-proprietors hit 
upon for the site of the new grand hotel 
soon to be erected. The location chosen 
is adjacent to the site of the old St. 
Vincent’s College now the headquarters 
of Gen. Nelson A. Miles. The land 
comprises the south half of the block, 
bounded by Sixth and Seventh, Fort 
and Hill streets, and no better spot 
could be found in the whole city on 
which to put a first-class tourists’ and 
commercial hotel. It is central, ac- 
cessible, and a clean, pleasant and 
healthful quarter of the city. Numer- 
ous horse-car and cable lines, approach- 
ing it on different sides, will 
give ease and celerity of commu- 
nication. There is room for ample 
grounds about the building—a feature 
essential to make the place. attractive. 
The adjacent and fronting squares are 
generally well built up, so that the 
hotel will have good surroundings from 
the start. The Sixth-street park and 
the new Academy of Music are hard by.

The south has been goin 
it alone for a good many years, with mark 
success; it has acquired a reputation that 
extends wherever civilized men are found, 
and it may not care to divide efforts and re- 
wards with sections that have been slower 
to awake to the advantages of advertising. 
In fact, a part of the Los Angeles press has 
openly said that Los Angeles worked for 
herself, and not for California. 

„However, those regions that do feel the 
need of union must not be discouraged if 
they fail to secure the support of those 
whose booms are assured. he methods 
that have succeeded in the south will suc- 
ceed throughout the State. The exhibits of 
California products at the Grand Army En- 
campment in St. Louisand at the Industrial 
Exhibition in Boston will teach the East 
that there is a semi-tropic California north 
of Tehachepi.”’ 


Replying to the above, THe TIMES 
has to say (without admitting that it is 
in the press category referred to by its 
San Francisco colleague) that the prop- 
osition to make the boom State-wide 
meets with our entire approbation. 
And the best way to make it State- 
wide is for each section to work for 
itself “like a beaver.“ The Lord 
helps them who help themselves.“ 


An Adverse View of the Northern Boom. 


The following is extracted from a 
private letter from a prominent citizen 
of the State to a friend in Los Angeles. 
We reprint it, not for the purpose of 
indorsing it in toto—for we think the 
writer is mistaken in asserting that 
there is no hope of an advance about 
the bay—but give it place, nevertheless, 
as the view of an experienced observer.

000: and, as for the railroad men, there is no 
estimating how much damage they have 
done us all, by their grasping ‘all-the- 
traflic-will-bear’ policy. And it continues, 
and is to be-continued heaven only knows 
how long—certainly as 1 hey can 
keep all other railroads but their own out 
of this part of the State. What ails Los

The Wine Yield. 


As shown by, telegraphic reports al- 
ready published in these columns, 
returns and reports from the various 
sections of the State have led to a care- 
ful estimate, which places the wine 
yield of California for the present year 
at about 16,000,000 of gallons, The 
wine produced in the States east of the 
Rocky Mountains is estimated at about 
8,000,000 gallons. 

But our vintage this year, owing to 
various causes, principal among which 
was the blighting hot wind which 
swept over a portion of the State in the 
early spring, will be far less than was 


‘anticipated in the beginning of the 


year, when a yield of not less than 
30,000,000 of gallons was looked for, on 
account of the increased acreage of 
vines in the State. 

Los Angeles county comes first in 
this wine production. The grape yields 
heavily in our fertile soil. 

When we consider, in addition to the 
grapes devoted to wine, the large per- 
centage which will be converted into 
raisins, or used while fresh for table 
consumption here at home, we can 
form some slight conception of the 
magnitude of the viticultural interests 
of California. They furnish one of the 
many proofs of the incorrectness of the 
statement so often made at the east, 
that a large proportion of the wealth of 
California is imported. There never 
was a bigger mistake made than this.

While Hanging a Sign He Hasa Fit 
and Pitches Headforemost to the 
Sidewalk—Probability That He 
Will Die of His Wounds. 


At 7 o’clock last nicht a frightful acci- 
dent occurred on the southeast corner of 
Spring and Third streets. A painter and 
sign-hanger named Joe Taylor, in the em- 
ploy of the O. Kv Sign Company, was 
placing a sign on the edge of an awning 
about twenty feet above the sidewalk, wherr 
he wus taken with a fit and fell head first to 
the stone pavement below. He struck on 
his head, and gave one pitiful cry as he 
rolled over on his side. One of his em- 
ployers, who happened to be on the opposite 
side ot the street, hastened to his side and 
raised his head, 
flowing freely. ‘The poor fellow seemed to 

drawing his last breath. Officer 
Leverich and severa! ¢itizens picked him 
up and took him wup-stairs to a room, 
and medical aid was sent for at once. When 
Dr. Boal reached the room he found Taylor 
ina most critical condition. Almust the 
entire scalp had been torn from the crown 
of his head, and he was bleeding freely 
from the earsand nose. The skull bones 
were not fractured, but it looked very much 
as if hemorrhage ‘of the brain would soon 
kill him, and the doctor was unable to tell 
whether he would live until morning or not, 
but he was almost confident that he could 
not recover. Taylor is a single man about

the investmentof capital. Just at this 
int their attention was directed to 

n Jacinto and the surroundin 
eountry, and they learned from one o 
the large landowners how the hopes of 
the people in regard to a railroad had 
been disappointed. One of the 
party went down to San Jacinto 
and his report of what he saw 
was so favorable that the syndi- 
cate has decided to make a survey 
of the country, and if they find the 
route feasible, they will build an inde- 

ndent line from Los Angeles to San 

acinto, and from there run southward 
crossing the headwaters of the Santa 
Marguerita, passing near Oak Grove, 
through the Vale de San José and the 
Santa Isabel, and on to Ballona. 
From the latter point the line will 
probably keep to the southward, tap- 
ing the Costa Madera Valley before 
aring to the westward for San Diego. 

Jam well acquainted with the coun- 
try along which it is proposed to build 
their line,” said a resident of the 
northern section of the county to a 
Sun reporter, ‘‘and I believe if this 
St. Louis syndicate occupy the territory 
they will find their investmenta re- 
munerative one. From Los Angeles 
to San Jacinto the distance is about 100 
miles and the company will be given at 
least $200,000 in subsidies. From San 
Jacinto to San Diego the distance over 
the route proposed will be about 150 
miles. Between these points the com- 
pany would receive large sub- 
sidies in the shape of land, and

IN SAN DIEGO. 


Colorado Stage Robbers in Hiding 
There 


{San Diego Beil, Aug. 31.) 

The stage robbery which occurred 
last Wednesday night between Sum- 
mitville and Del Norte, Rio Grande 
County, Colorado, bids fair to assume 


bers are believea to be hiding here on 
their way to Mexico. The facts con- 
nected with the robbery of the stage 
are not generally known and a brief 
summary of the case is appended. It 
appears that the Annie Gold Mining 
Company has been in the habit for 
some years of using a four-horse 
stage in the transportation of the 
gold bricks from Summitville, 
the scene of the mining opera- 
tions, to Del Norte, a distance of 
twenty-eight miles, under a guard of 
two men. The road is a very moun- 
tainous one and passes through a very 
wild country, thickly studded with 
wood and rocks. Upon the evening in 
question the stage started out as usual, 
with Arthur Burton and George Wat- 
son as guards. The amount of gold 
was less than usual, $35 000 being the 
value of the consigument. Nothing 
occurred to excite suspicion until the 
arrival of the stage at the toll gate, 
seven miles from Summitville. Atthis 
juncture four masked men sprang from 
a point in the road, and fired shots at 
the driver and inmates. Burton 
was wounded in the chest, and 
Watson received a slot in the 
back. The driver escaped uninjured. 
The men were quickly bound and the 
robbers carried away the box in which 
the gold bricks were packed. After 
the men had left, the driver managed 
to free himself from his bonds, and un- 
hitching one of the horses, rode into 
Summitville and related what had oc- 
curred. A force of men immediately 
went in pursuit, and detectives were 
placed upon the search. The robbers 
could not be found, although a clue was 
obtained leading to the supposition that 
they had left for San Francisco. Here 
they were followed, and it was found 
that they had left for Los Angeles. 
Upon arriving at that place inquiry 
elicited the fact the men had again 


left, this time for San Diego. 
Detectives arrived last night in 
search of the culprits, but as 


yet bave not been able to discover 
their whereabouts. They will leave to- 
day for National City on the way to the 
Mexican line. The names of the men 
who committed the robbery have not 

n ascertained. Their descriptions 
have been obtained, and they can easily 
be identified. It is not believed that 
they belong to an organized gang, al- 
though they have been connected with 


Their departure from the scene of the 
depredations was remarkably sudden, 
and they lost no time in leaving the 
place. Whether or not they will be 
captured is yet a matter of doubt, as 
they have had too long a start to make 
the task an easy one.
